The telegraph has informed us that 
ia the libel suit of Geaeral De "Wiaip- 
r, "ffeni^j |*ai4iOe 'Ciissaguac, the ver- 
dict fraa for the editor. Tliis caso is 
linked witli imporbiiat iiiatorical ia- 
icideut, thus rgiatfii^ft JtoaJJew - Yov^ 
"Timos:" 

The Importancei^ tins- djgcifflojrHQai 
in tlie fact that in^^^sesr libel "ilo 
jpyfinf isj admitted. in tlie Civil Courts, 
^^piiiy ju.stification can bo pleaded and 
' proved 'in (ho Assize Courts. For 
,. this reason Paul Dt; CaH.sugnac de- 
ajCi-iminal trial, although he 
rfWbeen subject to a fino if 
condemned in the fortuor, while he ia 
Bubject to a ftnSj^mtil-impi-isoumBnt in 
the latter. But he has an opportunity 
fori <Hfciri^''witn8sso«, and can Imvo his 
case heard btiforc a jury. Tlie libel 
alleged bj General Wimp lien is con. 
taiuad in a criti;pisn} upon h^s ooaduct

t. ;, th^most iriiportaut of all the works 
.published about 6edaii, bat for some 
reason! or other it attracted very little 
atteatibn'. ' 'I made a translation of it 
^ jatithe.time.but did not find a jjublish- 
. , 0T, rt'ia this work that is now in 
qngatioa. and the result of the trial in 
the Griiniiiul Court ^7ill depend great- 
ly upo:i D.J C.iHsai^iiac'H ability to 
prove thq •statements made bjDucrot. 
The General has been cited as a wit- 
j jiiiapsjii'thB r^^d now brought by Wimp, 
ffen in. the Assize Court, and between 
the twd partie.s nearly .ill th« ofEoers 
atrSadou have been cnlcd to appear. 
Tlie sum of the libel is contained in 
the charge that Winipffeu ia mainly 
wmi^lsmStitfflar the- disaster. When 
MacMahon was defeated at Reichs- 
chollon the Minister of War sent 
Wimpfuin down to tako comnmnd of 
tiio army, in- car-;o <jf accident to 
tbo cominamling Guiieral. He nriived 
, just ua MacMahon was dcfeatod and 
wounded before Sedan... ^Finc^iug the 
1* fnjy re^^tilig/ he declinad the com- 
inand, on Hiecronnd that ho had not 
the cioiifideiioe of the officers, aud it 
■was given to Ducrot. That active and 
ouergetie oiTieoi- made an arningomont 
by which lie could retreat by the 
sail^biiSiafHiji-'aQd sent Lebrun for- 
ward to engage the enemy. For the 
moiuojiL the Germans wore checked 
,. with QQTGro los."?. Dacrofc meant to 
fight all day and retreat at night, and 
had already sent ul'l'liis wiLj'goii trains 
- ..and sp.ti'c artillery, irieoing hopes of 
*St victoty/Wimpffen blaimed the com- 
mand of the army, and'tlie Emperor 
tried to persuade him not to act upon 
bis order H just then'; but the Genoral 
wanted the credit of tlio victory plan- 
nod by Ducrot. He took curumand, 
was badly whipped; and when his 
_rp}lted ho rushed into the 
^ttor*^ prasenco and cried: "Sir, 
I can do no more; luy officers refuse to 
obey 11)0." Ducrot was hidden in the 
ombraHuro of a window, and immc- 
dialoly sprang forward. "To whom do 
you refer?" ho said licrcoly; "not one 
of your ollicors refused to obey you." 
A. savage sj)eech from tliem followed. 
Ducrot said that the only thing to be 
dona was to let the retreat go on as ho 
bad ordered it. Wimpfl'iiii said that 
ho hacl oimaulf givcni orders to stojitho 
fetreat. Ducrofc replied that if this 
was the oaso all was lost. Having by 
his fault caused tlie 8urrendar,Whimp3 
ffon refused to ruiso the white flag; 
anil it was after Una, to spare further 
bloodshed, that the Emperor did it in 
perHon, 8uch are the charges made 
bj Genoral Ducrot against Genoral 
WimpEfon, and roitcratod, in a more 
offensivo way, perhaps, b}' Paul de 
Cassagnac in the "PnVrt." Tlio Civil 
Tribiiuiil cmdd hardly have failed to 
iind tliifl a libel, although Do Cassag- 
nao's condemnation would have been 
light, si 11,06 ho merely rojjoated Du- 
orot's charges; but in the Criminal 
Court proof can bo ofiforod, and a jury 
iqust docido whether or not Ducrot's 
^talnrnont is correct, and whether or 
ndt f ttul De Cassagiiac -was guilty of 
4e^i|n)atioD by repeating it,

Bafa^sooQ as the House 
ffiia idjotlrned the ' Government threW 
the best land into the market and sold it 
at nuctioii, thus fostering speculation 
and discouraging actual Hottlers. i'liB 
hon. mover sketched tho evil results that 
had flowed from bringing tlift actual sot- 
iler into diruat-QOaipatition with tlio spe- 
culator for the poaseBiion of thono lands. 
The fact that this Government had had 
anActiiasaed that would oonqiol the 
epooulator to cultivate his laiuta, show- 
ad very cloarly that tho tlioii policy of 
the Govnrnniout was not to foster specu- 
lators. Ho did not oltjact to land being 
aold to porfions who would placa sottlors 
on ),hQ land, but, unfortunately, a large 
trttt flelU "been sold to a speoQiator with 
th6 nnderstanding that ha would bring 
out a colonj-; but ho had not done so, and 
tho GoveriiiiKMit not having imposed any 
raatriotioiis tho land was lying idle and 

f Othe Govornmont could not Qnforoa the 

• "promise. 

Mr. Brown Bacondod. 
^ Tlio Hon. Attorney-General olaimed 
that tlm Bill was a sidewind to strike ont 
Clauses CI and 02 of tho Land Aot so that 
tho Oovrtrntnont siiould not go on and 
eoileottho rarouuo unilorit. The resolu- 
<> ^ tion dealt vrith the ravonuein a wbolasala 
wanner and lin drow the attontion bf the 
S]>eal:er to the fact. 
Mr, Speaker ruled tho rosolntiou out ot 
' order, it being ono that dealt with tho 
ravonuo, 

Mr. Sinitho contended that tho resolu- 
tion was not the samo as tho one that had 
been rnled cat of ordar~it ■implj' dsalt 
,. i , jiTii*!*. »b|it»«ofc principle, 



Mr. Mara said the discussion of this 
resolution would do gooil. Tli'-^ro was a 
gro;viug feeling of insecurity in tho in- 
terior that the best lands were falling 
into the hands of speculators (hear). He 
instanced one man-^-a : foreigner— who 
was holding large ip'reemiptions and was 
trying to get hold of more. Tho prinoi 
pie was a n'oat pernicious ono as it would 
tend to ruin the Hiiiall holders of land. Ho 
thought tho discnaKion should go on, so 
that the Government would uiidorstand 
what is the feeling on the question. 

Mr, Holbrook said there was a very 
strong fooling iu'hf8"'fli3friot on this mai- 
ter and ho hoped the discussion would 
go on, if for no other purpose than to af- 
ford tho Chief CotnmiHsiouor an oppor- 
tunity to explain his position. 

Mr. Eobson hoped tho discus.iion 
would go on. Public opinion was quite 
deoidad on tha poiuttbat there should be 
no alienation of the ^ublio lands except 
for aciual settlament.' A very few ca))i 
tilists could easily acquire nearly all tho 
ftvailable lands, very much to tlieir own 
Rdvantago, but greatly to tho injury to 
the Province. A goutlenian from Ont- 
ario had bought 0,000 acres out and out, 
but under no conditions ot settlenipiit ; ko 
that tha land now lay idle. He inaiiitain 
e'd that to thus alienate land was lo actccm- 
trary to tho better siiirit and intention of 
the Act. Thrro was un uneasy feeling 
abroad th.it huge tracts of land wore 
about to be alienated iu favor of Land 
Rings, and ho held that that conld only 
bo dono to the injury of tho Province. 
Tho feeling of ti e Boloet Coiumitu^o wlin 
framed tho Act was airainst the adojitioii 
of this system, and if the Ohiof Commis- 
sioner had asked for such a power 
under that Aot it would have beea denied 
him (hoar). To bring settlers out willi 
tho understanding that they were to get 
free homestonds and then bring them 
into competition with speculators, would 
bo to cause them to turn away with dis 
gust. Every effort, in view of the large 
public works boont to be undertaken, 
should ba put forth to place booatide set- 
tlors on the lands of ticj Province, so that 
our own people could have tho sujiply of 
tho men engaged in tho construction of 
theaa works. Ha concluded by saying 
that the ruling of the .SpBak»r waa a very 
strained interpretation of tho evorlastiiiK 
r)4th suction. 

Hon. Mr. Benrea said the lion, gentle- 
men wore laboring under misapprehen- 
sion. 'lha rsvenua from tho nale of lanilb i i 
1874 WAS only S'23,000, much ot it from 
arrears dua npon lands sold year.i ago. 
Only about 10,000 acres had been sold 
under the system complained of. Tho 
land sold this year wasagravtd l i lge and 
only valuable for 8pecul<»ting purposes. 
The iustancfl referred to by the hon. gen 
tleman for Naaaimo was incorrectly put 
Verv few speculators puichas'd 
laucl in the Province — it would rot pay. 
Tha Road and Land Taxes took away any 
profit that they might otherwise make. 
The sales of land last year have been less 
than they were in tho year prior to Con- 
federation. Ho was Batistieil the settle- 
ment of tha oouutiy would never go on 
if tho Govorumont wero rastriotod iu tho 
sal* of lands. 

Mr. Robson asked if tho conditions im- 
posed at tho time of tho sale of the land 
to Mr. Mathers required him to put aot 
tiers on tho land ? 

Hon, Mr. Beavon replied that no rs- 
striotions or conditions would be luiid- 
iog aftar a Crown Grant had bevm 
given. 

Mr. Robson — Did you do it 1 
Hon Mr. Beaven— I should not be so 
insane. 

Mr. Robson— Did you do it? 

Hon. Mr. Beavan— Gartainly not. 

Mr. Smithe felt compelled lo appeal 
from tho decision of tlia Chair in ruling 
(ha rasolution ont of order. Ho had in- 
troduced a Bill, which was ruled out; 
and he w»s thnn compolled to bring this 
resolution, which was perfectly in order. 

Hon. Mr. Huai[)hroys said the remarks 
of tha Chief Coinniissioner wi-ru liuri'ii 
of what the House iiad a right to oxpoiU 
The returns of land sold had been nskeil 
for by the House, and were not yut be 
foro it. Ha denounced tho sale of lands 
to speculators a» most injurious, and said 
if the Chief CommissiDuur went on attliu 
rata ho had dono in the la.st year there 
would soon bo no lands to ilisposo of. Wo 
held that soino of tha most valuablo tini 
her land in tue Province had bom plac- 
ed in rha hands of Bpeoulators forspccu 
lativo pnrijoses at its nominal and ni)t its 
actual value. In AuHtr.-vlia this systein 
resulted iu placing the best l.iudK of Aus- 
tralia in the hands of Mtipculnturs. Tlii' 
matter was of the gravest nature and he 
would movo for tho appoinlmont of a 
Select Committoo to sift the wljolo case 
and raport thereon. 

Mr. Holbrook said the returns now be 
fore the Houfe did not enable it to see 
H'lio were or woro not spcculatorii. The 
Premier of Canaila, only tiio oMicr day, 
had informed a deputation that he ctuKI 
not taka the Una of Riilway through a 
certain part of the Proviqoo of Miuiitoba 
beaaose tha lands in that part Uad heew 
alienated. He feared the same would be 
tho rusult horn. Ho thought it poor pol- 
ii^y to plai;o ho inu.;h valnahia tinibiT 
lands Hi tho hands of speculators. At 
,J»rvis Inlet an Indian war nearly occur- 
rod last suuimor hacauso the Government 
had alienated tho lands without com- 
pensating the natives. New Wasimin 
ster District wanted settlors and her lands 
should bo kept out of tho hands of specu- 
lalars. 

Mr. Hughes, in answor to aomo obser- 
vations of Mr. Ilolbrodk that timber land 
paid uo taxes, would liko to know iiow 
much was paid for taxo* on the sulmon 
gshariea. Ha also aaid that timber huids 
ware valaeless for agricultural iiurpobies 
and would requir* more chiaring than 
they would bo worth. Ho was of o|iiiii m 
that tho holding of such lands on lease 
was the moans of saving the tiiniier from 
fires which othurwiso would destroy great 
quantities.of tjmhor, Aud on the qnos 
tion of aalling {^a was of opiQion that it 
not sold the whole of tha Fraser Valley 
would in tho ovsnt of the Railway cimi- 
iug down in that (lirootioii, fall into thu 
hands of tho Dominion CJovornincnt. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson thought thoro 
was a great deal of dissatisfaction re 
Bpeoting tha sale of laml by auction 
wbiqh paght to bavo boon kept for omi- 
grants. Ho did not agroo with the hon. 
maraber forBunard Inlet iu bis opinion 
nliout tho agricuhural woithlessiiess of 
heavily timbered land, lie came from a 
country where the most heavily timbered 
lands wero oousidoiod the best, aud 
spoke of tho troubles which hava roiult- 
od from tho taking up_ of larrfe tracts of 
land in Ontario wnioh had only Utterly 
been rflsou«4 from;tha olatqbea of spucu- 
Utoraby tto iiaj^oWfcJteO.'' 6f heavy taxa- 
tion. <.[.'•,.'■; -'j^l. ; }

which he considered calculated to injure 
the Province. Wo had an agent in Lon- 
don soliciting emigrants from England, 
who, ill asking for information on those 
matters, would bo referred to tho Land 
Act, 187-1, and what would they think on 
coming hero to find that in 12 months we 
hail made great changes iu tho land 
law.s tliero by overthrowing tlioir plan.s ? 
He did not tiiink any harm could result 
from a (^oinniitteo on tho subject, which 
micht elicit valuablo information. 

Hon. Mr. Beuvon would be happy to 
support a Select Committee to enquire 
into tho conduct of the Government. 

Dr. Toliiiie, while unwilling to tie tho 
hands of the .GoVjarnmoat too. much, 
conld not apprbvie of' tbi" iif&le of large 
portions of the lower Fraser Valley lands 
liy auction and ttie holding of the sumo 
by jiersutis who did not improve them, 
[f tho infonnntion he had askod for 
some days back h:id boon supplied tho 
House woulil have l)oou in a position to 
ileal with tho subject intelligently., He 
favored a select committee. 

Tiie Speaker being here called on to 
decide if tho resolutiou was in order de- 
cided that it was not. 

The mover appealed from the decision 
of the Hpcaker and the House declined 
to sustain his decision, by 10 to 9»'' 

The lion. Chief Commissioner rose to 
move an umemlnient that a Select Oom- 
mittee should bo appointed and mention- 
ed the names nf two goutlomon as mem- 
bers thereof whiMi 

Mr. Mara said that ho thought tho 
Chief Commissioner ought not to movo 
the committoo atter-the strong stand he 
had takou against tho resolution.

Mr, A. 11 Robertson oiiposed. Ho 
considered tha pusiug of this bill as 
eqiiivaleiit to rnpualing tho Mortmain 
Aot. He did not Hunk th'i Chief Com- 
mi<<sioner wisliod to do this. He describ- 
ed the trouble which had been caused by 
tijo acquisition of largo tracts of land by 
the t'liureli of England in Canada, and to 
the ilislike with Hhich attempts to obtain 
projierty by the Cliui oh w(ir« viev,-od in 
fiiiKlaiiil and thought it host to allow tho 
nutter to « and over for a time. 

Mr. McOrtjjght followed and (ibonght 
the Alortnjaiu Act was still in force in 
C.iindaan.l tliiM'iif'ire hero alao. If it was 
pi-oposod to ii'pral tlis krA, the thing 
sliouiil be ilono nptiiily. He eouhl foresee j 
no goo.l result from Lho iiasoiiig of thid i 
bill. 

Hon. yiv. Boavou could not see how 
striking out the words rendering it ne- 
oessarv to olituin tho Governor's consent 
ooulil' bo eiiuivalout to repealing the 
.Mortmain .Vet. 

Mr. A. U. Robertson said llitit tho 
Jlortmam Ai!t was )i,iss(>il to prevent 
large tr.iets v,l land I'roni falling into tliB 
hands of ll^elosiaitical bodies. He said 
it would lie q into possible, if the Act 
were passed, for Mi.ss Burdett Coutts, for

Novv, the (io Pernor's consout be- 
ing iiecost-ary to any of thoso arrange- 
nieiil8,an(i this not being givsn without 
consultation with his coii.ititutional ad- 
visers this Houseoould hold tho Minis- 
try rcaponsible fur any misuse of power 
in'this diroction. Take away tha chock 
and no restraint wan left, 

Mr lliiniplirevs was r,ati--lled lh«t the 
hon. iiilrniliietr of tha bill did not know 
what tho bill really did mpau. When 
the orij^inal bill was first introduced into 
this Province tho Oovoruor'a copsent 
w.is lo'iUnil upon as the saving clause, 

Mr. lloUnook was certain that the ob- 
ject of this bill was to enable Chinoso to 
have ,Joss houses.

Tho Session of tho Provincial Legisla- 
ture had determined on iiie 'i.,d March, 
a week before my arrival, and tho House
